SECT. I. 

H A.V 1 NG an Excitement from the 
Superior Wifidcxn of God to Reeollcft, 
and ihake Obfcrvation of the various 
Paflhges, and peceliar Providences, 
relating to my felf and fomc others, and truSre 
efpecially fine* December 170a ( by which great 
Expc riences and Improvements may be made ) in 
reference to the Prize of the Heavenly Calling \ 
in which, with fever* l Worthy Souls with me 
ingaged in the Spirirual Warfare, I am obliged to 
go forward on, till as the finifliing Part the ndtry 
mall come: 1 do therefore according to the Di¬ 
vine Excitement leave This as my Memorial and 
Teftimony. 

$. 2. Now whereas in the Year 1699, the Pro¬ 
phetical Spirit did forefcc a War to be commenced 
of a Spiritual kind, ( as the Wheel within the 
Wheel, that had the foreseeing Eyes of wbat was 
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to come to pali, and muft have its time of Ful¬ 
filling upon luch Subje&s, or Perfons, as were to 
be counted worthy to follow the Lamb, as Va¬ 
liant Batteliers under bis Standard^ verilv, fo 
it happened to be. Whereupon cholen out I was, 
with tome other Precious Stones that were to be 
tried with me. to put on Armour of Proof againft. 
this Great ana Notable Time \ .in which the Fight 
of Faith was to be maintain’^ againft all tbofe 
great Potentates, aftingby fuch in whom the 
Evil .one did find place and matter (o work upon, 
fo ffehskSoolty as might reach to the Afflimrig 
and VVounding the Soul, that would not have 
been diftreflea, nor put bv from Riding on in 
the.Chariot of Love's Peaceable Kingdom, againft 
which fuch great StrifeandTConteft was made. The 
BlefTed Vine that hid.been fpfead upoa the Walls 
of the Mind, by the Arrows (hot ftill from the 
artger of the fivH One, was rode to bleed often 
ftdh again : but) not thus left was I without re¬ 
lief becinfe the Olive-Tree ftill dropped moft 
£aweraignlf and Sweetly, and poured into thefc 
Woundsall-Hcaltng, asfroma Spring which gfvp 
great refrefbing and. fupport, with renewed 
ftrtngtb, all toe Aflaults from the Furious War¬ 
riors to repel, and ftill to fund on the Foundation 
of Faith’s unftiakcti Ground, not doubting but to 
fee, ( ai hereof fome Evidence already given is 
for encouragement) that a total Rout Dull come 
upon all that has Confederated againft the 
•Peaceable and Loye-Rciga of the Great Imnuuuul : 
whofe Kingdom can never be fupplanted, wbiie 
in this-World Heroes in .the Faith jmpower’d in 
in Spirit as mighty Champions, ftttll go forth 
with their Captkin who comonuidtth all the Ad- 
gplleal Hofts. ; ;

Li. Tis oblcrvjble, Thatvybep everipygreat

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Conflicts R'lrfcm, and Onfcts from the Outward, 
Principle. .Hence then have I been Admonilhcd 
bercbv my felf, who would willingly have been 
at e'ale, and have put off the knowing any further 
what might moleft or difturb the defired Reft; 
of my Sohl in the inward Kingdom, that had 
opened it £lf in me. But now being made to, 
ice further, the Great Immunities that will follow,

Now for fupport and encouragement, we mufl 
look throughghat Profpcftive Glafs, that fees a- 
far off what is the iflue and the event of the va¬ 
rious paflages of the Love, and Divine Providences, 
as to what they will condadcin. For if we take 
but a part of toe whole Scheme and Scene of what 
is intended bv the fupreme Wifdom of God, we 
might then be caft into many Sufpcnfions ahd

can debar or hinder the nrefent Enjoyment of the 
Kingdom of Heaven within n, which nothing of 
Mortality, or even Deatbit Jelf can hinder.

And this 
align'd, and appropriated is to each one that has 
palled through the inward Spiritual Death, ac¬ 
cording to the laying of the ApolUe, I am Cru¬ 
cified to the World. And I Live j yet not J 3 but 
Omft Uveth in me. And thus the Soul enters into 
Eternal Life, from that nourilhing Sap which it 
feeds upon. For indeed, great is that Myftery 
which ChriHTpake of, Tney that eat me Hull live 
by tae, as I derive my Life from the Father: 
which exprcfles nolefs than that the Humanity of 
Chrift was fed from the Deity: And thus it muff 
ftill be, running.through this Line of Eternal LHe, 
that we may be Co-partners with himintheCune 
Eternity of Life, wnich drowneth and fwallow- 
eth up the Death of Sin. O Happy tranflation 
from this Death!

To this there 1 $ a twofold Anfwer. The ftr/f 
is. That they were to fill up the Meafure of the 
Sufferings of Chrift, which were left to be per¬ 
form’d by his Member*, in fuceefiion of Time, in 
conformity to their Head. But it is not to be 
concluded that the leaft of the Curfe, or Dirplea- 
fure and Wrath of God, fhould fningle herein ^ be- 
caufe the Obligation to the Demands thereof is 
made void, by the finiibing of a,Triumphant Re¬ 
demption in us, as be in his own Pcrfon did make 
an open fhow over all Principalities and Powers 
of Darknefs. 

$. 14. Secondly , Itisanfwered, There is a Time 
and Age coming on, in which' alt of thefe Suffer¬ 
ings, Calamities, and Death itfelf. (haltbe turn’d 
into a Victorious Overcoming-, wherein the Life 
of Chrift (hall fo fwallow up tnc Corporeal Death, 
as that it (hall not be reckon’d a Death *, but a 
putting off the Elementary part-, the Elements 
only King Untied, to fetthe Spiritual Body free 
from wha t is Natural - y fo that it does but change 
its vile Figure of Corruptible Cloatbing, that it 
may put on its change oT Raiment, which is the 
«/£fher»<rf Body, in which Chrift aid appear after 
his Rcfurrc£ion,thattouldromein and out when 
the Doors, were lliut. And this may well enough 
confift, while in the Body Elementary we do re¬ 
main : and fo hereby the Natural Day of Out¬ 
ward Life may be lengthened out longer.* in all 
teadinefs for the great Appearance of Chrift in 
his Glorified Body. But tor this theremuft bean 
extraordinary Spirit of Faith \ which Chrift fays 
ar his Coming would fo raiely be found: which

live iflthc Body to fach an Age, and Time, a»to 
fee Mm in his Ptrftnd Majefty and Glory, to fet 
his Foot here again upon the Earth. For fuch as 
can lay with that great Saint, yet not /, but 

Cbriff lives in me •, to fuch Death can be no Loft, 
but great Cain, and Advanrxee. For (I.) tho’ 
we do live fuch a Life in Chrift, as t& enjoy many 
Familiarities, and Immunities, of Divine Man infla¬ 
tions, and Openings of the Heaverwu^oo ns •, with 
the Miniftration of ^rWiafcendingand defending 
for ftrengtheningand fupport; yet a 11 of ,this is much 
below and inferior to that, which fetfirated Souls 
from this Elementary Body do polTefeand enjoy j 
fuch as Dye in the Lord, who before their oe- 
parture hence, have attained to the Firft Refiir- 
reftion in Spirit \ feeing they will ceafe from their 
Labour of Fighting, and maintaining the War 
agatnft thofe Aflault?, and Tempting Objcfts, 
wnich from this Principle do Taife up as it were 
a Battery againft them: For the hagheft Saint 
cannot keep the VUion of the Face of God open 
and clear unto it, but as the Clouds that do rife 
from theft Mortal and Elementary -things be made 
to vanifh away, through rhe Co-working tawer 
of the Spirit Of Cbrrti in the SouL So thati.tfae 
Mind will require a contmna] Guard, ardjin- 
dul! nous •Watch’fiilm-fc, to keep out thofe oume- 
reus'EvilThirigs, that would tbeaiitivcsiiiCtmutc, 
and invade upon the.-Soul ^ whereby the enter- 
courie and all jareliigibU Comaiuoicatiuiv froonhc 
High Throne-Trinity would be retrained. So 
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lint while living m Corporeity, this. Danger docs 
m attend i which the lc pa rated Souls that are in 
Cbrift are freed from. For in the Mount-Sion 
Kingdom, at any arc gathered there to be with 
him, nothing does there prefect to tempt: but all 
variety of Beatitudes do oficr themfclvcs for De¬ 
light and Pleafare \ No interruptions, no ebbiugs 
and flowings, bat all in a coaftant temperature, 
without fear of change. Whereas, ccrurariwife 
it is with us here: if we enjoy at any time Tranf 
ports into the Heavens, and ravilhmg Y’ifions. 
with the beloved John: All of this is (o envied 
from the Prince of this World, and his Legions 
of Spirits, that we cannot hold it in conftancy *, 
but are often pulled down: which caufeth a pain- 
fit) Anxiety to lofc the. Divine Senfation of fuch 
Giorioos Appearances. Akbo' it does not in the 
leaft 1c fieri or abafe the Love of God in fuch a 
Soul For of the Covenant of Life and Peact, 
there can be do Nullification. Neither let fuch 
u have not arrived to thefc high decrees of En- 
tettourfes and Correfpoodencies in the Heavens, 
([which are peculiar and rare Favours) be any 
way doubtful of their Title and Claim, to the 
Redemption purchafed -by Chrift i and to. the 
Friend in ip and Favour of Gpd the Father. For 
the Covenant is eftablifhed upon a fare Founda¬ 
tion, to thole that are of the Faith of jJJrrdktM, 
that is, not in the open fight of God’s Coante mdcc , 
but in the Bit ding of them who do not See, and 
yet Believe. Which ftandi as a Sealed Evidence 
in the Regenerated Soil: So that tho* Death may 
in its Natural courfc make its Stifurc, it num 
needs prove great Advantage aid Garni upon 
Mtnifold Conlidcrations, farther, as

ftrong Magnetick Faith, that hath fetcht Meficipt 
from the Tree of Life. But this is a fpeciai Gift, 
which align'd may be to (bine, which yet to 
others may be denied. 

S. 17. (III.) AnotherCopfideration, and Ad¬ 
vantage of a drffolv’d State, is the being free from 
the having an Habitation and Living among the %a- 
nUnijb Traffickings, arid Commcrcementsamongft 
tnofe that have neither Fear oor Love to God \ but 
are of a Crooked and Perverfe Spirit, Perfec¬ 
ting, and Defaming, fuch as are of a Chrift-like 
Convention: The IJbmatlne Spirit fo overfpread- 
iug, and multiplying it felf every where \ that 
will be calling ilutnbliug Blocks up, and making 
Bars to Hop the Saints in their further progreis, 
in Chrift their Life and Way.

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▼tfc and wicked Race. And by pailing throogh 
the Valley of tbefhadow of Outward Death, an 
entrance may be made into what is all agreeable, 
andTuitable for Divine and Immutable Aflociation 
{trnongft the Juft, Pef(c& and Holy Ones *, where 
nothing is known bit Tranguillity. Love, Joy, 
and. Peace. Could there be fuen 'a fuitabie 
Cortcord and Fellowlhip of Love found in this Ha¬ 
bitable part of the Earth, it would conduce to 
the defire of a lodger Continuance in it. Which 
when the Kingdom of our Lord (hall fo come into 
his Saints, as to fupprcls and bind down the Evil 
of Sin, with all the Monopolizing Powers, that 
agitated are by the Prince of Darkncfs, thatreleth 
in the Children of Difobcdience, then it would be 
well worth our living upon the Earth, becaufe 
the Life of Chrifl in its Sovereignty would over¬ 
rule all Contrarieties, fo that the Heavens would 
open arid fpread over the Earth .and from themfelves 
in’a greater Heavmty-mindednefs, .in thofc that 
have been Carnal and Worldly-minded.

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they might be Eternally and Totally Loft. But 
albeit, from everlafting Perdition they may be 
exempted, yet not from a State of Suffering, and 
Punilhment, in thofe Centres and Regions where 
they areallign’-d to be •, where they wtll havecaufe 
enough of Repentance, for the lofs of their Op¬ 
portunities they had here in. this World.

Blcfiednefs and Glory. For degrees of the Hea¬ 
venly Worlds muft be allowed, as Paul witneffeth 
when he was taken up into the third Heavens. 

$. 54. Concerning the Place, and Habitation, 
into which thefe Angels do ullier the Soul, it con- 
fifteth of an Inaccelfiblc pure and tranfparent 
Light, from the reflection of the Father of Lights. 
The Climate is pure Air, that breaths nothing but 
gufts of Odoriferous Perfumes. No Scrocbing 
Heats, or Aching Colds but all of an equal even 
temperature. Here needs no buildings for Shelter, 

D 2 otherwile 
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otherwife than goodly Tents, or Manfions like 
Golden Clouds, which pitched are farther and 
nearer about the Throne of the Lamb: The one 
Eternal Element, fpread as a Canopy over their 
Heads *, and the Paved-ftreet, upon which they 
move and walk, is as the continual Bowing in of 
the Glaffy Sea : Upon which they mod folacingly 
do converfe. This is the one Everla fling Day in 
which there is n« Night for (lumbering or deeping, 
fuch as into which the firft ALim was caft \ but 
the fecond with his offspring are ever watchful 
and wakiug, and in Divine Joys each other Re¬ 
creating. O Bleflcd Tranflation out of Death and 
DarkneA into this Glorious Light! Let all that 
hear, accjuicfce with me herein. - 
M5- Now as to the SecoruL, for Community 
and Society •, there is firft the Tri-une-Df/r^w here¬ 
in is included the V irgin -Wtfdom \ and the Glorious 
Humanity ofChrift, as the High Majeftick Kingly 
Power, that ruleth and governeth here. Whicn 
do appear all with pure and open Face of Tranf 
figuring Glory: To Enamouring and Ravilhing, 
that it opens a Gulph of perpetual Pleafure to the 
Beholders. Bccaule here they come to know as 
they are known, and fo are changed into the 
expreft Similitude of the Objett feen. Here alfo 
enjoyed is a free Fellowlhip and Conversion 
with the Glorified Saints , being a Body fo com- 

K &cd together, as no lefs than the deep immenfe 
>ve of God doth radically aft, move, and work 
* through every individual Saint: as being all one 
in Chrift their Head. So alfo their whole confi- 
ftencyftands in Love, whence they Bow as burning" 
ftreams of Love towards each othcrjtaking up their 
Joy and Felicity in convention with each other. 
Neither here can there be any deluding from the 
. . - Anginal 
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j4ngtlkal Society •, that are ail Fellow Companions 
being taken into God’s Houlhold and Family! 
The Felicity and Joy of this Communion is fo great 
and marvellous, as this Pen muft flop. For an 
Injunction is put upon it as to what might be 
further utter’a and declar’d. 

# $. 56 . And fo we pafs on to the third Par¬ 
ticular, which has been inquired into, which 
is the Office and Jmploy of the great Saints in 
this high Orb and Sphere of Eternity. Which 
is fo Various, Great, Wonderful and Glorious, 
that it is unaccountable. For the Scriptures them* 
felves are very filent here: They only tell us in 
general of entring into the Joy and Glory of the 
Lord. But, fo far as it has been Vifionally and 
Communicatively made known by the Spirit of 
Chrift to me, I mail make report hereof. 

S. 57- As in the firft Place there is an Holy 
Inftitution of Prieftly Miniftration. For there is 
an Holy Solemnity here maintain’d in the Temple 
not made with Hands, nor of any Created Formi 
where the Furnitufe is fo Rich and Glorious, 
that it can be Hken’d to nothing but the Glorious 
God fpreading himfdf forth in manifold Appear¬ 
ance ■, which draws forth* a continual Bowing, 
and Worfhipping, and paying Homage. Then 
further they have their CourTes in high Trium- 

{ >hant Songs, and Praifes: which proceed from 
iich pure /Etherial Organs, as feud forth moft 
ravifhing Sounds, as if they were playing on Harps, 
and all manner of Mufical Inflruments in Confort; 
and yet nothing of outward form of that Kind 
appearsi for they, have the very Eflencesof thefe 
things in themfelves, as part of thcmlclves. 

$. 58 . Now as the full Born of this New 
Creation , or Kingdom , is Crown’d with a T ripie 
Crown, as the High and Mighty Alenarth over 

all 
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all Kingdoms, and Worlds that ever were, arc, 
or (hall be: So it is given him to have numerous 
Crowm to put upon nis Anointed Priefts, fo that 
they with nim (hall bear Rule and Reign, and (it 
to all Worlds and Kingdoms, and deter¬ 

mine all Matters according to the Laws of this 
Eternal Principle and Kingdom, with him, their 
Supreme King. 

$. 50. Another peculiar Privilege is given to 
thefe nigh and great Saints, that they have Power 
to do Offices of Kindnefc to tbofc that are either 
Relations, Friends or Acquaintance, whether living 
in Bodies, or deceafcd *, both Living and Dying 
but in a lower Degree, as to the work of Rege¬ 
neration *, having made hut a flow progrels in it t 
and fo detain'd in fuch Regions as are remote 
from the Throne and Court of Chrift's prefcncc. 
Liberty is granted to thefe Worthies, to be as 
Advocates lor them : And more than that, to de- 
feend and acquaint them upon their Defires and 
Longings to be fet free from that Oppreffion, and 
Confinement they may be in, that jtne Lord and 
King of Mount Sim, does freely give fuch to be 
under tbeir Care, and Tuition, and Advocation, 
and to bring ,em up to a higher Degree, as they 
(hall be found pliable hereunto. For as Cbrilt 
himfclf went down to Preach to the Spirits iu 
Prifon, to give redrefs to their prefent Thraldom ; 
So million of Grace is granted to thefe high Fa¬ 
vorites, to be Mini firing Spirits to thofc, where 
they may have a Sympathizingwithal, as being 
toucht with a feeling of tbeir Condition. Which 
will be no little Advantage to thefe that may be 
but yet Priloners of Hope. 

So that it may be concluded, there is Im- 
ploy and Spiritual Bufmcfs very Honourable for 
the High Saints to be cxcrcifcd in. S, Co, 
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$. 6a After this was open’d to me, I then pre- 
fer’d (by way of Query) to my Lord. Since 
there was no Night, therefor Reft, and Sufpen- 
fion of the Senfts, How fuch infinite fpaees of 
Time could pals away without wearinefs ? To 
This the Divine Wifdom Anfwer’d, That God had 
fuch infinite Treafures and Stores , and ProfptSls of 
Glory , to bring himftlf forth in , that they Should 
give fitII frtfh and new Delight to every Spiritual 
Se/;fe t fo at to take of ad that can he aceourtted tedi¬ 
ous or tirefome. Inconceivable are the Pleafures 
that do entertain theft Royal Kings: Which at¬ 
tract, excite, and convey fuch Powers into ’em, 
they are drawn into a Concurrence with God, in 
the product and enjoyment of his Wonder*. 
Which is fo Stupendous as cannot be further 
declar’d. 

S. 61. The fourth: Thefe High Potentate Princpi 
as they are of Royal Degree, fo anfwerable mufl* 
their apparel be. Their Garments do highly excel 
all that can be named in this outward Creation, 
to fet it forth, as Gold Embroidered, Pearls of 
Jewels i or any thing of that kind. For theft 
Veftments are fuch as confift all of bright Tranf 
parent Light, being interwoven with the pure 
Fire of theDeity, with the meek Water of Chrift’s 
Humanity, fo co-mincled, astofparkleforthmoft 
Radiantly. This is that pure Habit that will Iaft 
out to all Eternity, iu which God the Father lees 
now his own Similitude, and Image, Rejoicing 
over them, as having put on the Beautifiil Suo, 
which can never Clouded, or Ecdipfcd be. So 
every way fuited to that high Degree, of the 
Heavenly Community. Thus it is not Glory only 
Within, but Glory Throughout.

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5. 62. The fifth Particular is the Royal Table, 
that is fumifhed with all variety, for this Holy 
Family to feaft continually upon. But how, and 
after what manner is this to be underftood ? Not 
according to the manner of this World, as if 
there were a material Subfhnce to be taken in¬ 
to the Mouth. There is no occafion for any fiich 
manner of Eating \ for the QuintefTence of all 
that can be taftea for Ddight. and Spiritual Noo- 
rifhment, lies at the Root of Eternal Life \ and 
is always fpringing up to fuffice it fclf from it 
felf. As, for inftancc, after the manner of this 
World Trees grow from their own Root, and the 
Life in themklves make them flourifh and fruit¬ 
ful: So it is with thefe Code dial Bodies, whofe 
Strength never decays ^ but mighty and powerful 
is to do, and aft, according to the various Powers 
that move here. O Bleflea Augmentation of all 
defireablc Good and Pleafure! 

$. 63. The fixth. Now all theft proceeding 
Qualifications in Glorification, make the Bride an 
ready for a Confummation, and Solemnizing of 
the Bleffed Matrimonial Unity with the Son and 
Heir of the Eternal Father: Which is every way 
fet forth in unknowable Magnificence, that no 
account can fufficiently thereofbegiven. For here 
the whole Angtltcd Hoff do lounatheir Trumpets, 
and fing their Anthems of Joy and Praife, that 
the Jerufalem-Bride fits down with her Bridegroom, 
and inherits all that he pofTefics himfclf of Glory. 
This is a Great and Glorious Day, but there will 
fbllow a Greater yet than This, when the full 
Number is made up, that no more are to be added 
to this higher and upper Fold. All of which Se¬ 
crets mult lie hidden in the Trinity, till the Time 
for Manifcftation (hall be fulfill’d : for degfees of 
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Joy mud be till the fiilnefs of all be brought in. 

$. 64. Thejtventh and la ft, is the duration of 
this BUftful Cohabitation with Christ. The Hap- 
pinefsof which is perfected by the Perpetuity of 
it. For here the cafe is otherwife than it was 
with the firfl Paradifical State, which Felicity and 
Pleafure flood in the Power of the Will to be held 
orJod} which according to the In liability and 
Power of Temptation was forfeited, and lo he 
was turn’d out of his Inheritance*, but now all 
is Co-centred in thefulnefcof the-God-hcad, in the 
Glorified Figure of the Hunjanity. From whence 
the Line of pure Eternal Generation is brought 
forth, to be as one Body withChrid, fill'd with 
the Deity. Hence there is no pollibility of admits 
ting any thing of diminilhmentor decay, of what 
is here ©ofleft and enjoy’d. Which Crowns with 
an unfaaable Joy and Glory. 

$. 65. In this Mount-Si«H Kingdom, Christ the 
Supqpme King deputes all to be in Joint-Kiftgfhip 
with himfelf, and to have Dominion over Regions, 
both of the Dead, aad of the Living. Much more 
than what has here been declar'd, is refcrv’d to 
be known and enjoy’d by the PoHcfiors that (ball 
be counted Worthy to cotne up here. 

$. 66. Now by all this thac has been thus far 
reveal'd and made known, it may well kindle a 
Love-Afpiration, and Holy Ambition, during the 
time of living in the Body here, as to be daily 
Dying outof it, for a free and abundant entrance 
into this higheft Region, which Hows a* a per¬ 
petual River of Light, Joy. and Pleafure. Mt- 
thinks there is none that hears of xhis Happy 
State, in which fuch full Fruition of the Tri une 
God is fo joyfully knowu, can henceforth ever re¬ 
fute a Self Dying, to make room for a Chrifl- 

E Living *, 
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I Iving^ whereby there will be a putting out all 
doubt tiilnefs and fear, concerning outward Mortal 
Death, which now is made only as a Pearly Gate, 
that give* entrance Hito the New Jernfalem- 
fitate. 

$. 67. But here having given an account of the 
variety and degrees of kparated Souls, it may be 
Queried, How J come to have fitch a Sight and 
Knowledge of if, m if I were already abfent from 
the Bodyf 

Anfir, Willing I am to give fatisfafUon to the 
impartial and fober Inquirers, according to the 
Meafurlng Line that has fet Bounds to me fo 
much to give an account of, fo far as the Wifdom 
of God direfts to. 

$.68. In the firft place, the Confideration and 
Expc&ation of my own approaching Change, 
which for fometime of late has moft deeply fere’d 
and taken hold upon me, infomuch that I was made 
very Importunate with my Chrifr, to have a pro- 
fpe& beforehand of the future Degrees and Stations 
of feparated Souls*, which I was watchful and 
fearful to take from any other Hand than the 
Alpha and Omega , which did reveal the great Se¬ 
crets to the Beloved Joht y as to what was future 
and invifible.. And laying this for my Foundation, 
in great lowlinefs ana humility I was anfwer’d 
in my Dcfires, in great Favour and Love, from a 
Central Light that did forround me, ana parted 
me at fome Seafons and Times from my natural 
Self: which open'd fuch an Eye in my Under-

tbo’ the Scripture has been much filent, and ob- 
feure, concerning the State of the departed One* •, 
yet now it was no longer to befeal’a up, but the 
Book lyhereiu the Names of the Dead are to be 
Inroll’d, (hall be fe* Open to the Spiritual Seers. 
Who may know for tnemfelves, and fometime9 
for others, how their Lot does or will Handy 
Whichis a Heedful advantage.thus to have a certain 
Knowledge of the Place or Manfion.* that is pre- 
par’p for each one according to what they nave 
been made meet for, as to the Degrees and Stations 
that have been already mention’d This is no new 
Thing for the Great Worthies, In Sacred Record* 
have left their Teftimony, in way of afliirance of 
their Stations, with numerous others in all Ages. 

§. 6 g. Therefore, fure nothing is of more con* 
fequence and concern, than to Be Inquirers here- 
into, and not to be willing to go out of the Body 
at an uncertain adventure. For there is no Soul 
but by earned fee king, may obtain a profpeft be¬ 
forehand, what Place they are defign'd tot. As 
a further demonftration might be given hereof, 
from One that had a particular evidence and aflii* 
fancc given bv the L ord Chrid himfelfy that lo 
loved mm ana potted him, while living fin the 
Body, that Death Ihould not divide him from the 
Participat ion of his prefence: And (as making a rc« 
newed A ftirm.it ion tp fuch a Soul-,) faying, w Where 
“ 1 anijtWe yjou (hall come with me, to be fharing 
“ with me in the fame Glory and Joy that the Fa- 
* 4 thcr hath invefted me withal.

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$. to* O therefore who would not fuffer the 
lois of AH, by finking away from their own Carnal, 
Sirlfol,. Separating Life, that they may come to 
know no other than Chrift as their new raifed up 
Life. Which will put all out of danger, and ex¬ 
clude all Fears that Ido ufually attend the out¬ 
ward Death, or fufpicioni of the Bliftful and Hap¬ 
py State, which is to follow after Death. Which 
is fa great and (oftupendous in its full latitude of 
Glory, that it is not for Mortals to comprehend. 
AU that is required, is to be fitly furnifned out, 
and Adorned, as a Bride that is to enter into 
the Joy of her Lord. Andfo I Conclude, with 
a Pronunciation of all fulnefsof Blefling upon all 
them that (hall fo live Chrift here, a 9 Death may 
become a fwcct Savour of a Triumphant Life 
in Glory.
